Blackwood on Slavkey. — The following arti- 
cle, which we find in Blackwood's Magazine, 
shows that its author is becoming enlightened 
upon the subject of slavery. This periodical 
has always heretofore contained very bitter de- 
nunciations of slavery in America, and we at- 
tribute the change of its tone to the numerous 
chastisements the English press has lately re- 
ceived at the hands of American writers. The 
language below is of a far more affectionate 
character than has been heretofore used by 
Bla?kwood, and it is to be hoped it may have 
a teideicy to silence our English advisers, who 
have for a considerable time, been c.ideavoriug 
to create the impression that they are better fit- 
ted to conduct the affairs of this country than 
our own citizens. Here is the article: 

One and all of us consider the continance 
of slavery, as it exists 'in America, a foul blot 
upon the nation, which proclaims itself as 
peculiarly free; and we have .-aid so in anything 
but undecisive terms. Still, what we have said 
is the impression of our opinion only. We may 
object to slavery in America, as we may object to 
the same institution in Turkey, or to serfage in 
Russia, or to any thin" else beyond our cogni- 
zance and jurisdiction; but we are not entitled to 
usurp tlie r'iqht wliick terry separate nat ion puissess- 
ei of rctrdalin i its own laws according to its pecu- 
liar position. We sav this, because of late years, 
tho tendency towards popular demonstrations 
and sympathizing meetings in England has in- 
creased to such a dcree as even to embarrass 
our relations with foreign powers. » * » 

We ought in common decency, to remember 
that no very grcatiract of time has elapsed since 
slavery was abolished in the British coloifie-; 
and as in matters of this kind, interest is always 
a ruling motive, we should also bear in mind 
that the prosperity of llni e colonic has not been 
increased by the substitution of free forced labor. 
Very few of us, on this side of the Atlantic, are 
able to give a competent opinion as to what ef- 
fect immediate and unconditional emancipations 
ini™ht produce upon the slave-holding Statesof 
America; and therefore we are hardly entitled to 
do more than a=sert the general principle which 
condems the absolute property of man in man. 

We cannot take upon ourselves the responsi- 
bility of urging an immediate change, which 
might have the effect, in many important re- 
spects, deteriorating instead of bettering the con 
dition of the black population. ' What more, by 
any possible effort, can the people of Great Bri-

3 he land system was originated by Jefferson, 
and fishioned into form bv that great statesman, 
aided by Living-ton, Gerry, Howell, Read, 
Williamson, Lang, King, .Johnson, Stewart, 
Gardner, Henry, Grayson, Ball, Houston and

tual strength of the Army is only ten thousand 
seven hundred and forty-five. The whole au- 
thorized strength is four. ecu thousand twohuu- 
dtvd and sixteen. The deficiency is fast de- 
creasing by more rapid enlistments, A stat 
ment of the change made in the di-tribution of 
the army during la-t vear is made. 

The removal from Florida of the remnant of 
the Berrijnolea, has received the attention of the 
Department but its efforts have not been very 
successful. Better fortune is expected next vear, 
through the instrumentality of the new plan of 
operations. The Indian difficulties elsewhere 
arc alluded to. The mSSMBfS of Lieut. QftaXTOX 
nnd men by the Sioux LS narrated, and the fact 
sti ed. that the army force ia quite inadequate 
to the protection of our frontier and to punish 
Indian aggressions. Our entire loss in Indian 
act ions during the'year i-, four officers nnd sixty- 
three men killed, and four officers and forty-two 
men wounded. The occurrences on the frontier 
furnish deplorable proofs of the insufficiency of 
oar military force, and of the absolute necessity 
f»r its increase, which was urged by the Secre- 
tary last year. Our effective force "does not ex- 
ceed eleven thousand men, which is entirely in- 
adequate for the purposes of which we maintain 
a standing army. Its immediate increase is 
urged, at a cost sufficient to give some degree 
of security .to the Indian frontiers, for which 
purpore the regular furce is the ino-t efficient, 
cheap, proper and constitutional means. The 
i icreascd pay to enlisted men, induced the en- 
listment of 1,035 men in October and September 
last against 309 men during the corresponding 
months last year. The number of recruits re- 
quired for the service of the ensuing year will 
probably not be less than 6.094. He recom- 
mends the ii -:e of camels and dromedaries for 
military purposes agaiu. and asks an appropri- 
ation to test their usefulness. An increased 
pay for officers is urged as an act of justice and 
necessity. Additional legislation is asked to 
place the widows and orphans of the officers and 
soldiers of the army on an equality with the 
widows and orphans of the officers and soldiers 
of. he navy. The uecj .^ity.of a revision of our 
military legislation in some important particu- 
lars is poinied out, in order to prevent conflict- 
ing claims in regard to rank and command, 
which now <rive rise to much inconvenience and 
trouble. One great source of difficulty is tho 
double rank recognized by our law-; to remedy 
this, ii is proposed to give effect to brevet rank 
only when the President may see fit, and forbid 
the cx;ercise of brevet* commis-ioiiers in the 
regiment, troop or company where officers are 
mu te ed.

The flattering state of the revenue reduces the 
Secretary to again call the attention of Congress 
to the propriety of reducing the revenue for 
economical administration of the government. 
He recommends rates of duty, viz: One hundred, 
forty, and twenty-five per cent., in place of the 
eight schedules at present in use. The recom- 
mendation for the repeal of the fishing bounties 
is renewed, and the subject of drawback of du- 
ties on refined sugar is also recommended to 
Congress. 

The statement as to the currency gives the to 
tal amount of gold and silver coin in circulation 
September 30th, at $211,000 against the total 
bank circulation of $200,4s9,209. 

The Secretary is opposed to circulation of 
notes of a small denomination, recommends the 
continuation of the coast survey; calls for fur- 
ther aid for procrviug human" life from ship- 
wrecks wu our coasts; and suggests that the law 
should provide greater safety in the construction 
of steam passenger vessels.

Enforcement ok the Fi oitive Slave Law. — 
The .Buffalo Commercial Advertiser has the fol- 
lowing remarks upon the subject of the expense 
to which lhe V. S. Government i s generally sub- 
jected in enforcing the Fugitive Slave Law: 

The abolition and fusion papers are exulting 
in lhe fact, and making it a matter of reproach 
to the South, that (he fugitive slave law cannot 
be enforced without a heavy expense. This 
course argues a very obtuse moral sense on their 
part, as well as a strange obliquity in their men- 
tal vision. Here is a law enacted with all the 
forms and sanctions prescribed by the constitu- 
tion, decided to be binding upon the nation by 
tile highest judical tribunal in the land, and tbe 
frccsoil papers boa-t that ii cannot be executed 
at the North, unless the legal authorities are 
Sustained by an armed force, employed and paid 
by the general government. The proceedings 
under this law at Boston, Til the case of Anthony 
Bums, not long since reclaimed by his master, 
Capt. Battle, of Alexandria, Virginia, cost the 
United States within a fraction of $27,000 for 
extra police ami military force alone. This doe,- 
not, cover the usual ordinary expenses incurred 
in the case, such as the fees of the regular officers 
of the United States employed, but is indepen- 
dent of anil in addition thereto. Commenting 
on this subject, the Rochester American v — 
'One of the most prominent duties imposed on 
the federal executive by the Constitution, which 
lie i s -worn to support, is to 'see that the laws be 
faithfully executed.' To neglect this duty is to 
trifle with, if not violate, both a solemn oath 
ami the laws of the land. At whatever cost of j 
blood and treasure, it is well for all to under-; 
stand that the laws of this republic arc to be en- , 
forced. A spirit of insubordination, and of dis- | 
obedience to law. cannot be countenanced iu_ a] 
self-govcriiingroinmunity or nation, without in- 
curring the grcate-t peril. If abolitionists may | 
tyeat one law as a nullity, pro-slavery men may 
another, ami Protestants and Catholics do like- 
wise, according to their respective notions of 
right; and thusall laws will become mere ropes of 
sand. Defective legislation is to be remedied by 
wise legislation provided for that purpose, not 
by rebellion among the people.
